This business was established by S. L. Fuller, a 
veteran of the late war. He camefrom Ohio and bee 
gan the seed business here in 1871, and was 
more or less intimately connected with it until 
a short time before his death which occurred. 
in 1893. He wasatrue seedsman who was in 
love with his business and appreciated its im- 
portance.

In the early spring of 1876 Chas. N. 
Page was employed as a clerk and 
saved sufficient money to buy an in- 
terest in the business in December, 
1884. In 1886 he became general man- 
ager, and changed the name to Iowa 
Seed Company as more befitting a 
business of this kind. He has occu- 
pied the same position ever since thus 
making 21 years’ continuous service. 

M. Kurtzweil was brought up in 
Madison county, Iowa, his father be- 
ing a well known seed grower. In 
1879 he began growing seeds for this 
company and continued each year 
until 1888 when he moved to Des 
Moines and became superintendent of 
our seed farm. In 1889 he sold his 
farm and bought an interest in the 
Iowa Seed Co.,andin 1895 became its 
president. He still looks after the 
seed crops and filling mail orders.

No one who has 
once used it will be without it, and as it is usually so expensive in the 
market, the following simple directions are given, by 
which everyone who has a garden can supply them- 
selves with it. 

For first crop sow the seeds early in hotbeds, or in 
boxes in the house, or later in open ground. in rich, 
moist soil, covering the seed very lightly. When the 
plants are about three inches high, transplant to four 
inches apart each way in a rich pulverized bed. 

The tops are shorn off once or twice before planting 
SO as to insure “‘stocky”’ plants. which suffer less on 
being transplanted. After the ground has been well 
prepared, lines are struck out on the level surface, 
three feet apart, and theplants set six inches apartin 
rows If the weather is dry at the time of planting 
great care should be taken that the roots are proper- 
ly ‘‘firmed.”’ 

Keep clear of weeds until about the middle of Au- 
gust, when it will be time to begin earthing up. Draw 
the soil up against the plants with a hoe as closely as 
possible, firming it encugh to keep plants in an up- 
right position. 

Later in the season the blanching process must be 
finished by digging the soil from between the rows and 
banking it up clear to the tops on each side of the 
row of celery. Considerable labor is saved by grow- 
ing the self-bleaching yarieties.
